Cancel Claims 8, 11-18, 20, and 21. 

Reasons for Aloowance 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
discloses or teaches a chain guide apparatus comprising a support bracket having a support 
surface and an aperture; a guide blade made from plastic engaged with said support surface and 
having a hook-shaped portion, a rib spanning said hook-shaped portion, and a male connector 
located in said aperture. However, the prior art does not disclose or teach said guide blade 
slidable along said support surface from a first position to a second position wherein said male 
connector has a leg portion and an enlarged portion and said aperture has a first aperture portion 
sized to accommodate said enlarged portion and a second aperture portion sized to accommodate 
said leg portion, wherein said first aperture portion permits said enlarged portion to pass 
therethrough at said first position and said second aperture portion blocks said enlarged portion 
from passing therethrough at said second position, i.e., a key-hole type connection between said 
guide blade and said support bracket.
